The Times correspondent today asked 
Gen. Alger if he intended to order a 
court-martial for Gen. Miles. “I can- 
not answer your question,” replied 
Gen. Alger. “Gen. Miles may possi- 
bly, however, he is suspended pending 
an investigation.” 

That was all the Secretary would 
say about the matter. From other 
sources the Times correspondent learns 
that it is the intention of the Secretary 
of War to inquire iato Gen. Miles’s 
conduct so far as it relates to giving 
out the dispatches of the War Depart- 
ment for publication: There is a dis- 
nosition in the office of the Secretary 
to drop Gen. Miles’s published ‘inter- 
view as being beneath the notice of 
the Secretary. If there is an inquiry, 
it would be based on the lofty ground 
of inquiring into the violation of mili- 
tary regulations regarding the pub- 
lishing of official dispatches without 
authority. 

Gen. Miles’s friends in Washington 
say he is hunting for a court of inquiry 
with all his might. He wants noth- 
ing else, and if opportunity: is offered 
him he will himself ask for such a 
court the day he sets foot upon Ameri- 
can soil. 

While there appears to be some in- 
clination in the War Department at 
the present moment to investigate Gen. 
Miles, it is pretty likely to peter out 
soon. Alger is afraid of going into it, 
for Miles, himself, would push such an 
investigation until it covered every 
blunder ana idiotic move made during 
the whole war. Secretary Alger knows 
this, and effort was made this after- 
noon to shift the résponsibility of first 
action in the matter upon the Presi- 
dent.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—The State 
Department has not yet been officially 
advised of the reported death of King 
Malietoa of Samoa, and in alf likeli- 
hood must remain in official ignorance 
of the.event for some time to COMe, 
swing.to the slow means of communi- 
eation at the disposal of the departe ~ 
ment. 

It is the general impression here that 
the death of the King will result in 
the overthrow of the present form of 
government of the islands, maintained 
as it is, by the. joint action of the 
('nited States, Great Britain and Ger- 
many. Official reports to the State De- 
partment show that this government is 
the most expensive and unsatisfactory 
of any in. the world, having regard to 
the population of the Samoan group. 
In the capital city, Apia, there is main- 
tained a tripartite municipal govern- 
ment at vast proportional expense, 
while the reports show that thirty-two 
rate-payers are obiiged to bear the en- 
tire cost.

ity. and with no disposition for fault- 
finding or censure, yet. facts stand out 
S0 apparent to families and friends of 
beys that the “War Board” is con- 
stantivy besiered to make efforts to 
have the regiment mustered out, that 
the boys may return home.’ 

“In reply, permit me to say that we 
are dumbfounded at your. sudden 
change of attitude. You came here 


last week profusely asserting your de- 


sire and that of your so-called ‘War 
Board,’ to further the wishes of the 
Seventh Regiment to be sent abroad. 
Your very last words to me before 
you left for home were the assurance 
that anything the Seventh asked for 
in that direction would be done. Now, 
suddenly, without consultation with us, 


-and as if inspired by some mysterious 


political influence, you face about ab- 
ruptly and talk about getting us mus- 
tered out. 

“You are hereby notified that the 
Seventh is not made of that kind of 
stuff. We have the assurance that we 
will yet go to Honolulu, en route to 


Manila, where there is still work to be 


done. The Seventh does not want to 
be mustered out. You and your so- 
called ‘War Board’ have nothing to do 
with the Seventh Regiment as a mili- 
tary organization in the service of the 
United States. Since’ it apears that 
you and your War Board are not our 
friends, we simply ask you to 
your hands off.

STRICTLY BUSINESS. 


The President’s Trip not to Be 
Interfered With. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CLEVELAND (0.,) Aug. 30.—While 
President McKinley very much desired 
to pay more than a brief visit to his 
old home in Canton, he finds that the 
duties of jis office are such that he will 
be obliged to cut his visit there to a 
mere call. ; 

The President will spend a couple of 
days in camp at Montauk Point and 
Camp Wikoff, so’as to correctly inform 
himself as to the condition of affairs, 
and the truth of the reports that have 
been circulated, from personal observa- 
tion and eontact with the men. The 
Presidential party will be at Col. Myron 
T. Herrick’s residence in this city until 
Thursday morning, when they leave 
for Canton. 

Big preparations have been made to 
receive the President and Mrs. McKin- 
ley by their old friemds and neighbors, 
and the people of Canton in general. 
It was the intention to make the oc- 
casion a civie jubilee. All this, how- 
ever, will now be reduced in a measure 
from the fact that President McKinley 
and party will only be in Canton for 
two or three hours, and will then take 
a teain for New York. Undoubtedly 
the President will be given a royal 
welcome during bis short stop over in 
Canton. 

On the easern trip, which is part of 
the programme outlined, the Presiden- 
tial party will searcely stop longer at 
New York than will be necessary to 
eateh a train for Camp Wikoff and 
Montauk Point. The President will 
probably be in camp at the two places 
mentioned on Friday and Saturday, 
leaving Mrs. McKinley in New York 
City, whither he will return to spend 
Sunday and then go to Washington. 
The trip from Canton to New York will 
be made over the Pennsylvania road, 
departing from Canton during the aft- 
erneon of Thursday., President Mc- 
Kinley and Mrs. McKinley, the latter’s 
maid. and George B. Cortelyou, assist- 
ant secretary to the President, will ac- 
company the Chief Executive to New 
York. 

“The President really has no very 
definite plans for spending his time on 
this trip.” said Gis secretary. “He 
makes the plans along the way, and 
has been constantly receiving telegrams 
and other matters in. connection with 
the war that needed his attention. Pres- 
ident MeKinley and party had intended 
spending two or three days with the 
President's brother at Somerset, but 
the plans were changed. It is the in- 
tention of the President to get as much 
rest as possible while here. He will 
probably return to Washington for a 
ehort time after this trip, and intends 
tnkine a longer vacation a little later 
his foll.’”’

Death of the Man Who Built 


the Maine’s Boilers. 
(A. RARLY MORNING REPORT.) 
CHICNGO, Aug. 29.—Henry Mason, 


one of the best-known engineers in the 
country and nearly twelve years the 
engineer in charge of the West Side 
water works of Chicago, is dead in 
Brookivn, N. ¥. Mr. Mason built the 
engines of the ill-fated battleship 
Maine, a work he regarded as his best 


achievement. <All the skill he had at 
his «command after nearly fifty years 
of experience in engine-building he put 
into what he regarded as the greatest 


work of his life. The news of the de- 
Struction of the Maine -horrified Mr. 
Ma: It preyed upon his mind and 
finally sent him to a sick bed, from 
Which he never rose. 

The rumors prevalent for a few days 
following the blowing-up of the Maine 
that the disaster had been caused by 
defet\\e boilers served to increase the 
alreacy dangerous condition of the en- 
gine lider. His family believe this 
to be the direct cause leading to his 
Geath He was stricken with apoplexy 
and jcvralysis. For a time he eould 
ne ther speak nor move. When’ he was 
at one time thought to be at the point 
of death he regained the partial use of 


his vocal organs, but only raved about 
the Maine. He would speak of the ves- 
sel and its engines as if they were liv- 
ing things. He cried aloud over the 
fate of what he called “his ship.”

One Individual Proclaims Him. 


self Civil Governor.

NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—A special to 
the Press from Washington, says: 
“Although Havana is not yet evacu- 


ated by the Spaniards, the Cubans 
have named their civil authorities. 
Sefier Gonzale de Quesada, charge 


d'affaires the Cuban republie at 
Washington, has received in a report 
from the Cuban government a’ procla- 
mation to the people at Havana, jis- 
sued and signed by Dr. Francisco Do- 
minguez,y Roldan in his self-assumed 
official capacity as civil. governor of 
Havana, which is as follows: 

“"The war is ended. The independ- 
ence of Cuba, the aim of our revoly- 
tion, is a fact; but the victory which 
we have gained in this*hkeroic struggie 
would be lost if we did net proclaim 
.as fundamental principles of, our. na- 


tionality, harmonyy and fraternity 
amoana all the im the maak

of establishing more firmly in our 
fatherland the republican institutions, 
Cuba asks the aid of all her sons. 
With the aptitudes, virtues and services 
of all, the ideal of Cespedes and Marti 
will become a reality. Let us all unite 
in fraternal embrace, and respecting 
the laws, let us proceed to the recon- 
struction of our beloved Cuba.’ 

“This is signed ‘Dr. Francisco Domin- 
fuez y Roldan, civil Governor of Ha- 
vana.’ The self-appointed civil Gov- 
ernor of Havana is likely to find him- 
self unseated when the Cuban military 
commission finishes its work of pro- 
viding for the evacuation of Cuba and 
an American military governor is 
named, pending the establishment of 
a stable government. 

“Maj.-Gen. Rodriguez, the Cuban 
commander of the military district of 
the west, has issued an order to his 
troops as follows: ‘The Cuban troops, 
under «strictest penalty, will abstain 
from destroying any building or in- 
juring trees or awnings or taking any- 
thing which does not serve to equip 
the army. The forces may take the 
fruit of the trees and the products, 
where they are not vegetables, All 
Sugar plantations, villages and build- 
ings will be protected from destruction 
at the hands of the Spaniards. In case 
the enemy abandons sugar plantations 
or hamlets, the commanding officers 
Shall destroy fortifications, if he con- 
siders it necessary and give guaranty 
and protection to the peaceful inhabi- 
tants.’ ”’ 


MATTERS FOR CONFERENCE,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—M. Thie- 
baut, secretary of the French

The general impression is that 
the remains are not to be included in 
the surrender.

HE ISSUES A MEMORIAL TO ALL 
THE FOREIGN POWERS. 


Tells Them Who and What He. is 
and What He’s Done—Peace Pre- 
wails in the Provinces—Merritt 
Says That Spain Will Never 
Again Hold the Philippines. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

MANILA, Aug. 31.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Aguinaldo, the insurgent 
leader, has issued a memorial! addressed 
to all foreign powers, reciting the fact 
that the Filipinos have formed a gov- 
ernment under a constitution adopted 
June 23. He adds that the Filipino 
forces have since carried on the cam- 
paign of liberty, taken forty provinces 
and have reduced Manila. They have 
9000 prisoners. 

Peace and tranquility prevail in con- 
quered provinces, and there no resist- 
ance to Aguinaldo’s authority. The 
campaign, the memorial says, was con- 
ducted with due regard to the rules 
of civilized warfare. He asks for rec- 
ognition of the indenendence of the 
Philippine republic, or, failing in that, 
grant the Filipinos belligerent rights. 
The United States are not mentioned 
in the memorial. 

Gen. Merritt is glad he is going to 
Paris. He declined to talk much con- 
cerning the work of the commission. 
He said, however, Spain would never 
again control these islands nor would 
the Filipinos if he could prevent it.

GEN. GARCIA RELIEVED.

Gen. Demetro Castillo, Cuban Mili- 
tary Governor of Santiago for two 
years, has been advanced to the grade 
of brigadier-general. Gen. Lacret has 
gone to Santa Cruz, on the south coast 
of the island, near Santiago, for the 
purpose of holding a Conference with 
Gens. Castillo and Pedro Perez relative 
tb a scheme for the disposition of the 
armed Cubans in the province of San- 
tiago. 

Yesterday the commander of two 
Cuban regiments near Guantanamo 
sent a message to Col. Ray, stationed 
there witha battalion of the Third Im- 
munes, maintaining order and protect- 
ing the 6000 Spanish prisoners in the 
town, demanding that the Cubans be 
permitted to share the occupation of 
the place with the Americans, and that 
the Cuban flag be displayed on the 
public buildings. 

Col. Ray told the Cubans that he had 
no authority to grant such requests.

STATE DOCUMENTS SENT FROM HA. 
WAIIE TO THE UNITED STATES, 


Special Agent Sewall’s. Last Minis- 
terial Report Arrives—The Un- 
approved Treaty of Annexation, 
Which the Hawaiian Legislature 
Ratified, also Sent. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—The in- 
coming Hawaiian mail brought to the 
State Department the last report of 
Harold M. Sewall in his capacity of 
United States Minister. It also in- 
cluded several documents that will be 
interesting from a_ historical point of 
view. The Minister transmits to the 
department the formal acceptance of 
President Dole of the act of the United 
States Congress annexing the islands 
to the United States. He also handed 
to Sewall the treaty of annexation that 
had been ratified by the Hawaiian Leg- 
islature, but which failed to receive the 
approval of the United States Senate. 
There was no occasion to turn over 
this document, but it is presumed Pres- 
ident Dole did so to complete the rec- 
ords. 

There are some claims outstanding 
against the late government of Ha- 
waii, mainly on account of British sub- 
jects, and the adjustment of these will 
be a matter for future consideration. 

Among the issues satisfactorily 
closed, according to Sewall’s sréport, 
was the claim of the Japanese govern- 
ment against Hawaii for the illegal 
detention and return to Japan of cer- 
tain Japanese coolie laborers who were 
evicted under an Hawaiian emigration 
law, framed after the United States 
Chinese Exclusion Act. The amount 
of the claims was about $75,000, and 
almost the last act of the expiring Ha- 
waiian government was to discharge 
this obligation, which came perilously 
mear involving the United States and 
Japan in: difficulty about a year ago.

DR. SENN SPEAKS. 


Sickness at Camp. Wikoff May 


Become Dangerous. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—M»dical offi- 
cers at’ Camp Wikoff, Montauk Point, 
deny that there has been deaths at the 
camp hospital from yellow fever. The 
two men whose death here yesterday 
Was said to be attributed to the disease 
named, were, according to the surgeons 
in charge, victims of pernicious 
larial fever, which those unfamiliar 
with yellow fever, diagnose 
as the latter. 

Dr. Nicholas Senn, 
general United States army, is quoted 
as ‘saying today at Camp Wikoff: “In 
justice.to the camp, I want to say that 
almost none of thé sickness among the 
soldiers up to the present time and 
none of the deaths, have been due to 
the conditions which now prevail hei, 
or have in the past. Sickness has been 
almost entirely limited to fevers con 
tracted in the south and the death 
rate would have been much more than 
now had the men remained in the 
south instead of being brought here 

“The change of climate lessened the 
effects of the fevers and improved the 
condition of the men. As a conse- 
quence the only sickness which can 
be attributed to this camp is dysentery 
or lesser troubles. which may 
been caused-by the change of diet or 
water. 

“Sovfar none of the fevers have been 
indigenous to the camp, but if the men 
remain they will certainly be attacked 
with typhoid fever. This will be due 
to the germs which they will get in 
the water. To make this plare healthy 
we should have a system of drainage 
which would carry away all these 
germs, but to build such would cost a 
large sum, owning to the extent of the 
camp.” 

Several hundred cots arrived last 
night, and were this morning put up 
in the different hospitals. There is 
now »nough room to accommodate all 
the sick. Convalescents are being dis-' 
charged daily from the hospital, and 
their places are being taken by the 
sick from the transports.

PACIFIC COAST WORK. 


What the Agricultural Department 
Will Try to Do. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPOT.] 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—Prof. Lam- 
son Scribner, the agrostologist of the 
Agricultural Department has completed 
a six weeks’ tour of investigation on 
the Pacific Coast and returned: here. 
The investigation looked to the exten- 
sion of grass experimental work to 
the other side of the Rocky Mountains, 
which has heretofore been the west- 
ern limit in this service, and also to 
the planting of sand-binding plants 
where the sand dunes sweep Over the 
land and partially engulfing telegraph 
poles and fruit trees cause great dam- 
age, The result of the investigation 
is a recommendation for extending the 
former work, and for making practical 
demonstrations of the feasibility of the 
sand-binding operations. One grass 
experiment station, under the direct 
operation of the-~tg¢ artment. is to be 
established, probab! near Walla 

Walla, Wash. 


At Yakima, Wash... the Northern 
Pacific Railroad maintains a station 
for grass experiments which the road 


has offered to turn over to this gov- 
ernment. Prof. Seribner will recom- 
mend its acceptance, and besides the 
‘station under direct government man- 
agement. the experimental work of 
volunteers in the field of grasses and 
forage plants will be generally en- 
couraged, It is the expectation that 
the results of the extension of the sery- 
ice will be a restoration at least in part 
of the Pacific Coast ranges to their 


former condition. The drifting sands 
along the rivers and coast were es- 
pecially watched, and the péople in- 
terested will be shown by > practical 
demonstration to ‘prevent. the 
sands blowing over the country. At 
one point there was a fence fifteen 


feet high to keep the sands off the rail- 
road tracks and telegraph poles.and the 
work is much needed in Oregon and 
Washington. Prof Scribner in his re- 
port will recommend the planting of 
seaside grass, a Wild species of hedge 
and beach grass, now used at some 
points to effect this purpose.

SHORTAGE OF SALMON, 


This Pack About a. Million 
Cases Shs. 
[ASSOCLATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug.  30.—The 
Call tomorrow will say that cdvices 


from the north confirm the large short- 
age of this year’s pack of canned sal- 
mon. The summary of the reports on 
the 1898 pack is as follows: British 
Columbia, 400,000 cases: Alaska, S40,- 
000 cases: Puget Sound, 260,000 caves; 
Sacramento River, spring pack, 26,000 
cases; Columbia River, 360,000 cuses; 
total, 1,880,000 cases, against 2,800,000 
cases in 1897, 

The fall pack in 1897 on 
Coast was about 300,000 cases. It 
estimated that same will not be over 
200,000 cases this year, making the total 
shortage of this year’s pack over !,000,- 
000 cases. Most of the canners, ex- 
pecting a very large pack, sold futures 
at low prices, and many of the dis- 
tricts are heavily oversold. The 
shortage of 600,000 case In British Co- 
lumbia leaves large markets uncovered. 
The largest Alaska canners did not sell 
futures, and having packed within 10 
per cent. of the pack of 1897, are in a 
The Puget Sound 
canneries have sold futures to the ex- 
tent of 130,000 cases for export and 
400,000 for domestic markets. 

The export sales will be filled, hav- 
ing been made by canners who made 
a comparatively good pack, but not 
over 30 per cent. deliveries will he 
made on the domestic sales. The Sac- 
ramento Spring and fall packs are sold..

ALLEGED DIAMOND NIPPER. 


Valuable Gem Stolen from F. E. 
Browne in a Crowded Car. 

F. E. Browne, a manufacturer of 
furnaces, had a diamond which he 
values at $250 stolen from his shirt in

Finding 
it gone, he grabhed hold of Williams 
and called for the police. According 
to Mr. Browne, Williams exclaimed, “I 
couldn’t do it.” raising his three-fin- 
gered hand and indicating the arm that 
is handless. But Mr. Browne held 6n 
to him until Officer Matuskiewiz ar- 
rived. 

When searched at the Police Station 
nothing incriminating was foun@ on 
Williams.

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CHINA PREFERS ENGLAND 


THE CZAR’S POLICY IS NICE, BUT IT 
DOESN'T QUITE SUIT HER. 


, Foreign Press Claim That the Czar’s 

Proclamation Was an _ Entire 
Surprise—The Idea Was not So 
New as it Looked — France 
Greatly Disturbed. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

PEKING, Aug. 30.—[By Asiatic Ca- 
ble.} A high member of the Tsung Li 
Yamen (Chinese Foreign Office) who is 
a British sympathizer, complained in 
the course of a recent interview, that 
Great Britain’s assurances of support 
against Russian aggression, were be- 
lated. 

“Why,” asks this functionary, “with- 


hold sucha declaration until Russia has. 


secured Port Arthur and France ob- 
tained considerable concessions in the 
south? The disintegration of the em- 
pire has begun, and today the neces- 
sity for strong action is less urgent 
than when Russia first obtained a foot- 
hold.” 

He admitted China had broken her 
promises to England; but this, he ar- 
gued, was because Russian pressure 
was too strong to be resisted. He com- 
plained of “British ignorance of Rus- 
sia’s line of action’ and argued, ‘‘why 
does not England approach Russia di- 
rectly with a declaration that Russia’s 
interference in China will be regarded 
as casus belli? It is useless to pun- 
ish helpless China, and to participate 
in the disintegration of the empire. The 
Tsung Li Yamen prefers that British 
influence should be paramount, but it 
is unable to do anything unless Eng- 
land helps, with sword in hand.” 


WHO'LL GET THE CREDIT? 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.}] 


LONDON, Aug. 30.—The Daily 
Graphic says that Lord Salisbury in 
1888 communicated to Emperor Wil- 
liam a memorandum showing the tre- 
mendous cost of armed Europe. Em- 
peror William was so impressed that 
he privately intimated his intention 
to summon a disarmament congress. 
The semi-official German press venti- 
lated the idea, with the result that 
so much animosity was revealed on the 
part of France that the Kaiser aban- 
doned the project. -The St. Peters- 
burg correspondent of the Times says: 


_« “Count Muravieff, the Russian For- 


eign Minister, declares that the idea 
originated entirely with Emperor 
Nicholas. There is much skepticism in 
diplomatic circles as to any practical 
resuits from a conference, and it is ad- 
mitted on all sides that the circular 
came as the greatest surprise.” 

The Paris correspondent of the Times 
still insists that M.- Faure and the 
French Ministers knew nothing before- 
hand, and that the Czar’s circular has 
plunged the entire official world into 
considerable embarrassment’ and al- 
most into a stupefaction. “Everybody,” 
says M. de Blowitz, “is asking with dis- 
may what it means. It is a sad awaken- 
ing for France, and her papers are mak- 
ing an immense effort to restrain their 
feeling in the face of what is regarded 
as Russian perfidy.” 


DAVIS’S IDEAS, 


The New Peace Commissioner’s 
* Views on the Czar’s Proclamation, 
[A P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Aug. 30.—Senator Cush- 
Man K. Davis of Minnesota, a mem- 
ber of the Paris peace commission, 
stopped in this city a few hours while 
en route to his home in _ St. Paul, 
where he expects to remain and rest 
until September 17, when the commis- 
sion .sails for Europe. When asked 
for his opinion of the probable state 
of the case as regards a proposal for 
a disarmament conference, he said: 

“While the obstacles in the way of 
the abandonment of the standing 
armies seem almost insurmountable, 
still I would not be at’ all surprised if 
very material good could be accom- 
plished by a conference of the kind pro- 
posed. It might not result in the re- 
duction of the standing armies, but it 
would be a step toward that goal, and 
it might have side results which would 
be of the greatest value. 

“The Czar has done a great thing in 
putting forth this suggestion. While 
Russia would undoubtedly benefit 
greatly by the change, I believe the 
Czar’s motives aie not in any sense 
‘selfish, and I believe he is entirely sin- 
cere in his endeavor to bring about the 
benefits to all European nations. The 
Russian imperial family has always 
had a vein of humanitarianism, and 
even of sentimentalism, in matters of 
reforms, and its achievements have 
been very givat in some lines. 

“It is of course very hard to say 
what the proposed conference would 
accomplish. England would gain im- 
mensely by disarming Europe, and 
would undoubtedly work hard for it. 
The smaller and weaker nations are 
being forced to bankruptcy and ruin 
by the armies they feel forced to main- 
tain. They may have to reduce their 
forces merely to keep in existence, 
v hether there is any general 
or not. Russia is so protcted by its 
barrier of ice and snow behind it, 
and by the character of its people, that 
it could afford to disarm. Certainly it 
would want to avoid fighting until its 
great military road across Siberia is 
completed. 

“The eastern question is very se- 
rious, and may at any time lead to 
trouble. So many of the elements of it 
require delicate treatment that I do 
not see how the nations interested can 
afford to disarm until they have a good 
basis for action in this field. Guaran- 
tees of good faith will be neeced in 
some form if disarmament is to be ac- 
complished, and how they are to be 
given it is difficult to see. I do not 
think an international court of arbi- 
tration would necessarily be involved 
in the disarmament plan, but the con- 
ference may open a way to such a bit 
of progress.”’ 


SPANISH PRESS AROUSED. 


Czar’s Note Strikes a Responsive 
Chord at Madrid. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
MADRID, Aug. 30.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Imvarcial today, referring 
to the Czar’s peace note, expresses the 
belief that His Majesty’s pronounce- 
ment can hardly come from a mere 
dreamer. It adds: “We urge Spain 
to pay close attention to the matter, 
as assuredly Spain is not the power 
least interested in it.’ The Liberal 


is of the opinion that the 
Czar’s object was to avert. 
a threatening rupture of views 
which prevails, adding: “The work 


of the Hispano-American commission 
in Paris is hardly worthy of mention 
in comparison with the proposed con- 
ference, which ought to be attended 
by the United States as well as Eu- 
rope; for should war break out and 
extend from the Mediterranean to the 
Chfna Sea, Spain must awake, in or- 
der to preserve the little she has man- 
ive from the: ruin.” 
ZED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
AUG. ov. Lace Uvi/spapers 
i ..nue to devote a large amount 
of space to comments upon and criti- 
cism of the Czar’s peace note. While 
naturally differing in regard to the 
reasons actuating the appeal, they 
penerally agree that the outcome will 
a conference of the Premiers, if not 


of the sovereigns themselves, prob- 
ably at Copénhagen, which will be fol- 
lowed by an expression of concurrence 
in the humanitarian aims of the Czar 
and a report of the resolutions to their 
respective’'governments when the whole 
thing will be shelved indefinitely. 

The latest comments from Paris show 
that there is intense irritation there on 
the subject. The Czar’s proposal is 
regarded as being unfriendly and in- 
consistent with the Francd-Russian al- 
liance. Curigusly enough, in support 
of this view \the Hamburger Corres- 
pondent published a telegram from St. 
Petersburg confirming the report that 
the Emperor of Germany and Czar ex- 
changed Wiews in regard to the estab- 
lishment of a lasting state of peace, 
“which was fully demonstrated by the 
identity of the monarchs’ wishes.”’ 

In other quarters, it is alleged that. 
the Czar’s announcement was directly 
inspired by Queen Victoria, whose 
greatest hope is that her reign may 
not again be disturbed by war. The 
Queen, confessedly, has long sought to 
restrain Emperor William, and it is 
not unlikely that she used her great 
influerce with the Czarina to secure 
the Czar’s support.

Counsel for Surgeon L. C. Duncan, of the 
Twenty-second Kansas Regiment, has made 
application to the judicial authorities at Fair- 
ax, Va., for the release of their client on 
bail, but this will not be finally passed upon 
until advice is received of the court-martial 
trial. Duncan’s trial by the State authorities 
is set for September 19. 

A Copenhagen cablegram says the British 
cruiser Cleopatra, belonging to the training 
squadron, has arrived here with the crew 
of the Norwegian schooner Lovelig, which 
she reports having sunk in collision near 
Haven Island. The Cleopatra put eighteen 
bluejackets on board the schooner in an 
effort to save the vessel, but she foundered 
so suddenly that six of the bluejackets were 
drowned. 

A Saratoga (N. Y.) dispatch says that be- 
fore the American Social Science Association, 
which has a membership of about four hun- 
dred, and which is holding its annual session 
there, an interesting paper was read last night 
by William T. Harris of Washington, D. C., 
United States Commissioner of Education. He 
discussed the ‘Significance of the Recent Ad- 
vance in College and University Education in 
the United States.’’ 

Assistant Health Officer Daniels of Austin, 
Tex., has received information to the effect 
that a third case of yellow fever had appeared 
at Franklin, La., the victim being the physi- 
clan who waited on the case of Hobson, who 
was the first person to develop the fever at 
that point this season with fatal results. The 
nurse also died. Dr. Daniels also received 
information that the fever is raging at Tam- 
pico, Mex., in a virulent form, 75 per cent. of 
the cases having been fatal. 

The ‘“‘middle-of-the-road’’ Popuiists will 
hold a national convention at Cincinnati 
next week, beginning at 10 o’clock a. m. 
Monday. Soon after the call for this con- 
vetion was originally issued it was with- 
drawn, and there have been conflicting re- 
ports as to whether the convention would 
be held. Joe A. Parker of Louisville, secre- 
tary of the National Reform Press Asso- 
ciation, was here yesterday, representing 
Chairman Milton Park of Dallas, Tex., and 
other leaders. 

At the trade union congress at Br'stol; 
Eng., yesterday, Duncan, one of the American 
delegates, referring to the bruited political 
understanding between England and _ the 
United States, asked why’ American and Brit- 
ish workers should not coéperate to defy the 
iutroduction from any other nation of “‘any- 
thing calculated to be unfair to the interests 
of the working classes.’’ Lloyd, another 
American delegate, said he would never rest 
satisfied until they had a parliament of the 
world's workers, where international indus- 
trial questions could be discussed. 

The Delaware Union Repub!ican State Con- 
vention met at Dover yesterday and indorsed 
the ticket nominated last week by the regu- 
lar Republican party. This will bring har- 
mony in the Republican ranks, and there will 
be but one ticket in the field. The platform 
declares for sound money, aprotective tariff, 
the maintenance of a navy and army large 
enough to protect the interests of the country; 
favors the fortification of he seacoast, and re- 
ention of all territory captured during the war 
with Spain; oongratulates the nation on the 
annexation of Hawaii; favors the building of 
the Nicaragua Canal and demands an investi- 
gation of the alleged mismanagement of the 
War Department. 

A Vienna cablegram says the negotiations 
between the Austrian and Hungarian Prime 
Ministers, Count von Thun and Baron Banffy, 
for a renewal of the Austro-Hungarian Augs- 
gleich, the agreement under which the cost 
of the administration of common affairs in 
the Austro-Hungarian monarchy is borne by 
both parties in 2 propor:‘or agreed upon from 
time to time by the Austrian Reichsrath and 
the Hungarian Reichstag, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Emperor-King, have been con- 
cluded, and the Austrian government will con- 
vene the Richsrath for a prompt consideration 
of the renewal of the bill.

There was 
no written report, but the Chief simply 
filed the copy of the charges that had 
been referred to him at the time they 
were filed with Secretary Todd. In 
regard to them he simply stated that 
the matter resolved itself into a ques- 
tion of veracity between the detective 
and the reporter, and that he was un- 
able to report which was right. He 
said further that Auble asserted that 
Tayvior had called him a liar first 
while Taylor made the same assertion 
as to the detective.

ANOTHER INVESTIGATION? 

Investigations of the conduct of mem- 
bers of the police department have be- 
come epidemic, for during the past two 
months there have been few. meetings 
of the commissioners at which there 
was not either heard of pending charges 
against some policeman. Another in- 
vestigation was ordered yesterday. This 
time Patrolman McClure will be called 
upon to explain his alleged failure to 
perform his duty. The matter was 
brought to the attention of the com- 
mission by Commissioner McLain, who 
been reported to him that 
McClure had stood by and seen a man 
knock a boy down on the streets and 
yet had made no attempt to arrest 
the person who assaulted him. This 
investigation is a sequel to the efforts 
on the part of W. W. Jemerson to 
disperse a crowd of hoodlums who were 
insulting the girls employed at the 
Southern California Packing Company's 
plant several days ago. Jemerson went 
after the crowd and assaulted F. H. 
Olivas, who, it is asserted by his rela- 
tives, was not one of the offending 
crowd, but who was waiting to ac- 
company his aunt to her home, Olivas 
asserts that he was assaulted without 
provocation and knocked down and 
“out.””’ The merits of this case have 
referred to the courts for set- 
tlement, but the part that the officer 
is said to have taken in it, or rather 
not to have taken, is that he stood 
near by and witnessed the assault and 
did not make any arrests. Commis- 
sioner McLain insisted that the Chief 
investigate the matter and report at the 
next meeting of the commission. 

CHARTER SUGGESTIONS. 

Commissioner Gibbon reported to 
the board the result of the informal 
meeting which had been, held. last Fri- 
day at the office of the Chief for the 
purpose of discussing such provisions 
for the new charter as would effect the 
police department. He said only three 
of the commissioners were present at 
that meeting, and for the information 
of the others he reported what had been 
done. He had prepared a brief state- 
ment of some of the thiaza which 
will be suggested to the board 
of Freeholders to be _ incorporated 
in the section cf the charter which re- 
fers to the police. Among other things 
the suggestion will be made that the 
police force shall consist of one po- 
liceman to each 1000 inhabitants of the 
city. Another suggestion is that all 
pawnbrokers and second-hund deal- 
ers shall deliver a daily report to the 
police department of all goods pur- 
chased by them. Another change of 
importance will be that for providing 
that the constables shall not be per- 
mitted to transact any criminal busi- 
ness in the police courts. An officer 
to be designated as the chief of detec- 
tives is to be provided for. Mr. Gib- 
bon said there are a number of other 
matters which the commission could 
profitably discuss and suggested that 
a meeting be held for that purpose. It 
was decided to hold an informal execu- 
tive session this evening at 8 o’clock 
in the Mayor's office. 

WANTS HIS LICENSE. 3 

Lorenz Schmitt appealed to the com- 
mission to transfer to him the license 
for a saloon at No. 127 East First street 
from F. Conrad in spite of the refusal 
‘of the latter to consent to that action. 
Schmitt stated that three years ago he 
had purchased the place from Conrad, 
and had made repeated demands upon 
him for a transfer of the license, but 
had been denied so many times that 
he was satisfied that he could not get 
his transfer without appegling to the 
board. He demanded that the license 
be made out in his name as he is re- 
sponsible to the commission for the 
oonduct of the place. The matter was 
referred to the Chief. 

In this connection Mr. Gibbon re- 
minded the commission of the fact 


. that it frequently happens: that sa- 


loons are sold and the old proprietors 
leave the city yet no transfer of the 
license is made, and the commission 
has no one whom they could reach if 
it Was necessary to discipline the owner 
of the place. He said this practice 
should be stopped, and the other mem- 
bers agreed with him. 

SPENCER MAKES A DEMAND. 

Some surprise was occasioned by 
the filing by ex-Policeman Spencer, 
who was recently dismissed from the 
force, of a demand on the police sal- 
‘ary fund for $26.88. There was some 
question as to whether this demand 
will not have. to be paid under the cir- 
cumstances. It seems that Spencer 
took his last vacation in July of last 
year, and therefore he served for a 
whole year and more without having 
a vacation. The law provides that 
each policeman shall have a vacation 
of ten days each year. Now Spencer 
demands the amount he would have 
earned during such a vacation, which 
he did not get. He was dismissed 
from the force before his name had 
been reached on the list of the police- 
men taking vacations, and therefore 
did not get his ten days off. The de- 
mand was discussed at length, and it 
was finally decided to return it to Spen- 
cer with the statement that the Police 
Commission has no authority to ap- 
prove such a demand. It is probable 
that Spencer will take the matter be- 
fore the Council. 

Dr. F. E. Corbin presented a bill of 

$25.90 for professional services per- 
formed for the wife and ehildren of 
the missing Patrplman Blackburn, but 
as that officer had been dismissed from 
the force the commission could do 
nothing toward securing the money 
for the physician. 
‘H. Kalliwoda filed a bill for $2 
against Patrolman Robert Stewart. 
He asserted that the money had been 
loaned to Stewart last March, and that 
it had never been paid. He asked that 
the commission compel the policeman 
to pay the debt. The Chief was di- 
rected to order Stewart to pay the 
money, he having admitted the debt 
to the Chief. 

The company which has the con- 


tract for supplying the police with 
uniforms vweported that Patrolmen 
Phillips,. Talamantes, Stevenson, Ma- 


tuzkiewiz, Fowler, Collins and Cicotte 
had not called for their uniforms, 
which had been completed several 
weeks. The Chief was directed to or- 
der these men to scure their uniforms 
without delay and to report to the 
commission those who had not obeyed 
the order by the next meeting. Of the 
men mentioned Stevenson is too iil 
to work, but the others are on active 
duty. 

Applications of F. L. Nicolay for a 
saloon license at No. 1300 Los An- 
gees street and §. E. Bisbee for a 
license at Sycamore Grove were re- 
ferred to the Chief, as was the applica- 
tion of Charles ©.

Personal Inspection of Them to Be 
Made by the Sewer Committec., 
For the purpose of ascertaining the 
sanitary necessity for sewers in ia 
number of districts in .whi'a the con- 
struction of sewers has been recem- 
mended by Health OMiver Powets, the 
Sewer Committee of the City Council 
will, on Thursday morning, visit 
several districts and make a personal 
inspection Of them. Several protests 
have been filed by property-ownoers

and the property-owners wilh’ be given 
an opportunity to stdte their reasons 
for protesting.

Thirty-sixth and Thirty-seventh 
street from Figueroa to Wesley dve- 
nue, and Breed street from Sheridan 
to Brooklyn street. 
Final Street Inspection. 

The final inspection of the work done 
in the improvement of Howard street 
between Macy and Aliso streets, will 
be made tomorrow morning at 9 o'clock 
by Street Superintendent Drain. The 
property-owners on the street will be 
given an opportunity to make such ob- 
jections as they may desire to make to 
the acceptance of the work and to is- 
suing the warrant to the contractor. 


Street Opening Opposed.

Owing to a transfer of funds ordered 
by the City Council Monday, the em- 
ployés of the Public Library will be 
paid their salaries for August in cash. 
Last month the library fund was so 
depleted that warrants had to be issued 
to the employés, and if they wanted 
the cash on them they had. to dis- 
count them. 

The salarey warrants for the Library 
Fire Department and the general sal- 
aries of city employés will be ready 
for delivery by the City Auditor tomor- 
row morning. 


Will Hold it for Awhile. 

The special committee of the City 
Council to whom was referred the draft 
of an ordinance providing for the clos- 
ing of all poker rooms have decided to 
defer making their report on the mat- 
ter until the latter part of September. 
The members of the Council have been 
so busy on other matters that they 
were unable to act upon this ordinance 


especially as it will require considera-— 


ble investigation. One of the persons 
who has been insisting upon its adop- 
tion has stated that he will be absent 
from the city for several weeks, and

LAT THE COURT HOUSE, 


CONVICTED BY MISTAKE, 


WILLIAM ALEXANDER SENTENCED 
FOR PETTY LARCENY, 


An Odd Lack of Legal Knowledge 
Resulted in a Well-to-do Citizen 
Reing Convicted of the Offense. 
A Woman Made the First Mistake. 


Despite the proverb that “a litile 
knowledge is a dangerous thing,’ just 


@ superficial smattering of law would 


have kept William Alexander out of a 
most unpleasant predicament. He is 
quite weathly, excellently well con- 
nected and one of the last men against 
whom the charge of petty larceny might 
be supposed to lie. Despite all this, 
however, this was precisely the charge 
of which he was convicted, and was 
sentenced to pay $25 or serve twWwenty- 
five days in the County Jail. 

Mr. Alexander won't do either one or 
the other, as it happens, for friends 
who had the littl knowledge of law 
that he lacked, knew that a technical 
mistake had been made, and steps 
were taken to have a new trial granted. 
For the second time Mr. Alexander, 
who is quite an elderly man, Was yes- 
terday brought before Justice Sescton 
of Ballona township, when he was ac- 
quitted of the charge preferred against 
him. 

It appeared that about a week ago 
Mr. Alexander was driving along the 
Redonds road .n ccmpany with a lady 
who resides in that vicinity. Upon 
passing a large potato patch he made 
some remark expressive of a desire. to 
have some of the potatoes that looked 
so’ flourishing. His companion there- 
upon told him to rein in the horse and 
dig some up if he wished; that she 
lived close by and had permission to 
help herself. No other invitation was 
needed, and Mr. Alexander had pulled 
up about a sack and a half of potatoes 
before a gang of Chinamen made their 


appearance and vowed vengeance. 
They insisted he should walk with 
them to the Township Constable’s 


place, and, looking around for his lady 
friend, Mr. Alexander discovered that 
she had disappeared—presumably hav- 
ing walked the short distance to her 
home when he began to harvest ‘the 
potatoes. The Constable placed Mr. 
Alexander under’ arrest, and the latter 
had to pay $2 to the Chinamen before 
they would restore his horse, they hav- 
ing stabled it. In due time the delin- 
quent was brought before Justice Sex- 
ton. and when charged with the of- 
fense, innocently answered: “Yes, I 
certainly took the potatoes, and so I 
guess I must be guilty.” Such a thing 
as the act itself being of less impor- 
tance im the eye of the law than the 
intent with which the act was per- 
formed never occurred to Mr. Alex- 
ander, and he was fined $25 with the 
alternative of going to jail on his own 
confessoin of guilt. 

When the facts as stated became 
known to Justice Sexton and to the 
District Attorney's office, it was dis- 
covered that there had really been a 
miscarriage of justice, and upon mo- 
tion of Asst. Dist.-Atty. Williams the 
Ballona Justice granted a new trial. 
Yesterday the various witnesses in, the 
case were at hand, and a plain ee. 
ment of the facts sufficed for the court 
to order a dismissal of the charge 
against Mr. Alexander. 

The Chinamen were the ones who 
really care out best on the transaction, 
for in addition to the $2 received for 
caring for Mr. Alexander's horse, they 
contrived to extort $10 from him yes-

THE, OPTICIAN’S DISPUTE. 


Delany’s Sulit Dismissed, tach Party 
to Pay Costs,

duty paid upon taking the goods into 
Mexico. The lenses, Delany conceded, 
were exceptional, for with them the 
loss in carrying them 2000 miles by 
breakage ahd theft was great, and 
consequently their price was enhanced. 
He denied having told Ward he would 
sell taim the optical goods at the Amer- 
ican wholesale price, and the witness

Mr. Delany said that as far as he 
was concerned the case might be dis- 
missed, for he felt sure that the defend- 
ant had nothing to satisfy the judg- 
ment, even if he got one, and even 
the optical case he understood had 
been transferred into other hands.

COMMITTING THE INSANE, 


D. W. Taylor to Be Twice Examined 
by a Commission. 

Under the new insanity law a judze 
of the Superior Court may order a 
person committed to Highland on ‘the 
recommendation of the medical exam- 
iners, or he may insist that the ex- 
amination be made in his présence. Loth 
of these methods are followed at the 
Courthouse, and of the judgea who 
prefer the latter, Judge York is, per- 
haps, the most notable. 

Yesterday afternoon Daniel W. Tay- 
lor, aged 47, was examined by Drs. 
MacGowan and Mathis for insanity, the 
complaint having been made by the 
man’s wife. It was shown that Tay- 
ler has a daughter who for a time was 
in Highland, and that bis ¢ather had in- 
dulged excessively in <.lcoholic liqucrs. 
It was also testified to that the patient 
had “threatened to kill nis wife and 
another,” to quote the entry made by 
the examiners, and that he “thinks 
his wife a bad woman.” The inciting 
cause to insanity was entered up as 
“probably alcoholism.” 

When the examination had been com- 
pleted it was discovered that Judge 
Van Dyke, had left the Courthouse, but 
as Judge York had consented to hear 
a short case late in the afternoon he 
was appealed to upon his arrival to 
sign the committment papers, con- 
signing Taylor to Highland, Judge 
York refused to sign off-hand, but went 
interrogated Taylor’ at some length. 
He stated that he was not skilled 
enough to detect any insane taint, and 
so far as he could see the man merely 
appeared to be very jealous and that 
had led to family trouble. It transpired 
that Taylor desired that a ‘certain 
boarder in the house should leave, bur 
his wife objected to such peremptory 
action. 

Judge York made an order that the 
case be continued until this morning at 
10 o'clock, and be transferred to Judge 
Van Dyke's department for reéxamina- 
tion by the medical men.

AN ERA OF PEACE. 

For several hundred years the close 
of each century has been signalized by 
bloodshed, disturbance and revolution, 
in one or more of the great nations 
of the Old World. A few months ago 
it looked very much as if the nine- 
teenth century was to furnish another 
instance. The United States was at 
war with Spain; and the great powers 
of Europe were coufronting each other 
in Asia. like angry tigers, and prepar- 
ing to spring at each others’ throats. 
All at once an apparent change has 
come over the aspect of events, and it 
appears now as if the year 1900 might 
mark the beginning of a new and 
world-wide era of peace among the 
nations of the earth. The manifesto 
issued by the Czar of Russia was 
doubtless to some extent, inspired by 
@ realization of the growing power 
of the United States—a power with 


CUBAN INDEPENDENCE. 

When the United States entered upon 
the war aguinst Spain, it expressly 
disclaimed any intention to assume 
sovereign authority over the island of 
Cuba, excepting in so far as might be 
necessary to the establishment of a 
stable government, which task our 
government pledged vitself to accom- 
plish. The first part of our great task 
has been accomplished. Spain has been 
forced to relinquish her sovereignty 
in Cuba. Free and independent Cuba 
is in sight, but is not as yet a fully 
accomplished fact, nor will it be such 
until the Cubans have proven them- 
selves capable of maintaining a stable 
and free government, and have in 
fact established a free government 
which gives good promise of stability. 
It will depend in chief part upon the 
Cubans themselves whether this de- 
sirable consummation shall be real- 
ized in the very near future, or only 
after years of costly experimentation. 

One thing may be put down as cer- 
tain: The United States will insist 
upon exercising supreme _ military 
authority in Cuba until it becomes 
apparent that the Cubans may safely. be 
trusted to exercise in their own behalf 
the precious and responsible rights of 
sovereign control. We are in honor

'o prove? that such an investigation 
should be made as soon as possible. 
(hat there has been gross incom- 
petency, or worse, fn that department, 
will hardly be denied. As a matter 
of justice to all concerned, the respon- 
sibility for the blunders that have been 
made should be located, in order that 
those who are guilty may be punished, 


and those who are innocent may be] 


exonerated. This whole matter should, 
and probably will, be probed -to the 
bottom. Public opinion will impera- 
tively demand it, and all considerations 
of justice require it. 


Franz Josef, Emperor of Austria, 
who recently celebrated his sixty- 


eighth birthday and the fiftieth year 
of his reign, is a pretty shrewd old 


chap and knows a thing or two on his 


own account. His empire is large and 
has many discordant elements in it. 


When Hungary broke out into opefi 
revolt in 1867, old Franz smoothed over 


the difficulty by granting her autono- 


my. Had Spain shown the same de-.. 


gree of discretion toward Cuba, py 


granting her genuine autonomy a 
quarter of a century ago, she would 


have had no war with the United 
States; she would have retained pos- 
session of Cuba, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines; and she would have what 
she had once but has not now—a navy. 


The Emperor of China has issued an 
edict to the effect that European and 
American missionaries and their con- 
verts throughout his empire shall be 
fully protected. He admits that Chi- 
nese Officials have heretofore been 
derelict in this respect, but declares 


that they will be permitted to be so no 
longer. 


The Chinese Emperor, if he 
is wise in his generation, will see to 
it that this order is strictly enforced. 
If it be not enforced, the western na- 
tions will be obliged to take a. hand 
its enforcement.

CHARGES OF INCOMPETENCY IN 
HIGH PLACES. 


the New Street-cleaning 
,Contract, 


“The streets must be kept clean, 
was the watchword of the public meet- 
ing at the Chamber of Commerce yes- 
terday afternoon, called to discuss 
ways of forcing in@pmpetent or care= 
less officials to see that the city's high- 
ways are cared for as public health 
and comfort demand. 

W. H. Holabird, by whom the meet- 
ing had been called, delivered an ad- 
dress on street-cleaning. His talk was 
followed by a spirited discussion, in 
which O. T. Johnson, Gen. Charles For- 
man, Secretary Zeehandelaar of the 
Merchants’ and Manufactures’ Asso- 
ciation and several others participated. 
Messrs. Holabird, Zeehandetaar, John- 
son and Forman were appointed as a 
committee of four to examine the spec- 
ifications drawn up for the street- 
sweeping contract about to be awarded, 
and to suggest to the Council improve- 
ments in it, if possible. 

Councilman Charles H. Toll explained 
the new specifications, and pointed out 
many excellent features which they 
contain, sch as a provision that the su- 
pervision of street-cleaning shall be 
transferred from the Health Officer to 
the Street Superintendent, provisions 
for deducting a part or whole of the 
contract price from the contractor’s 
pay if the work is not properly done, 
and provision for absolute control by 
the city of the way in which the work 
is done. Mr. Holabird’s address was, 
in part, as follows: 

“That the business streets of Los An- 
geles are dirty, that the present Sso- 
called cleaning is a farce, no sane per- 
son will attempt to deny. From time 
to time during the past three years the 
newspapers of Los Angeles’ have called 
the attention of the City Council and 
the city officials directly responsible for 
the condition of the streets to their de- 
plorable character, and have pleaded 
for and demanded clean streets. The 
disregard shown by the Mayor and the 
Council to the just demands made upon 
them by the press has led to attempts 
to bring about a speedy reform.

“Mr. Warring, the great sanitary 
engineer of America, under whose in- 
telligent direction New York city has 
become the cleanest city in America, 
has written a pamphlet upon this 
work. He has investigated the con- 
ditions and methods of every large city 
in the civilzed world. We have no 
costly exferiments to make; simply 
follow the very successful rules al- 
ready enforced in other cities, such as: 

“All wagons hauling dirt to have 
tight bodies; keep the dirt off the 
streets. Have recentacles for waste 
paper and rubbish two in each block. 
Arrest and punish every offender—the 
sweepings of stores, the careless habits 
of fruit vendors, bill distributors and 
others, contribute a very large per 
cent. of the dirt of our streets. Have 
the police department the guardian of 
this very important feature. If ma- 
chine sweeping is needed, in combina- 
tion with hand sweeping, let it be by 
modern and efficient machines.. The 
machines in use in Los Angeles are 
old-fashioned, out of @ate, and fit 
only for the boneyard and junk-pile. 
The little two-wheeled sack-holder, 
the push shovel and “broom in the 
hands of a uniformed -employé with 
the bysiness eye of a first-class inspec- 
tor upon him, will accomplish wonders. 
It is absolutely necessary that all 
employés wear a uniform, which in 
all clean and well-disciplined Eastern 
cities, is white drill. The wearer is 
conspicuous; he cannot loaf and not 
be observed. He easily escapes the 
hackman and the wheeler and the in- 
spector sees him at a distance. 

“Of great importance in connection 
with street work is the proper care 
and repair work of the asphalt pave- 
ment. The method of repairing in 
Los Angeles is costly and causes. the 
speedy ruin of the paving. 

“I am indebted to Homer Laughlin 
for interesting statistics as to street 
work abroad, and regret his absence 
from the city as he is one of the 
staunch supporters of the work I am 
undertaking. He says that Thread- 
needle and Fleet. streets in London 
were paved in 1871 with asphalt. The 
contractor agreed to keep the street 
in repair for a trfling sum, about six 
pence a square per annum. Ruin was 
predicted, but to the amazement of 
everyone, the street was perfect in 
1889—eighteen years with a tremen- 
dous traffic. How is it done? The 
contractor employed expert men; every 


communistic 


campaign, and it seems pertinent at 
this time to make a careful survey of 
the idea so forcibly presented by Henry 
George, and so fully adopted by the 
‘Little Giant.”’ 

When Mr. George first presented the 
single-tax idea, nearly thirty years 
ago, it was generally believed to be 
an original conception, but later it 
was found to be in vogue in some half- 
civilized countries. Yet it does not ap- 
pear that the full truth of history has 
been shed upon the doctrine, and it 
is the object of this article to show 
that it originated in absolute despotism, 
that it is inseparable from a condition 
of serfdom; that it is in violation of 
all laws of scientific sociology, and is 
even inconsistent with the dogmas 
promulgated by Messrs. George and 
Maguire. 

No student of anthropology has failed 
to learn the lesson that all societies, 
or governments, in the process of evo- 
lution. have followed almost identical 
pathways. Beginning in anarchy, they 
have almost at once seen that codpera- 
tion is essential to prosperity and that 
coéperation has been found the germ of 
government. In the primitive govern- 
ment there was only communism, and 
government recog- 
nized the doctrine of ownership of land 
by the whole people. The ruler was 
elective and the voice of the people was 
supreme. 

By degrees grew up the idea of lim- 
iting the selection of a ruler from 
among the most powerful, and from 
this condition to hereditary rulership 
was but a step. 

With the change of government 
there was no change in the doctrime of 
eminent domain, save in responsibility. 
The land belonged to the whole peo- 
ple under republican communism. Un- 
der monarchical communism the laad 
at first belonged to the people, with 
the ruler nominally acting for them, 
but in reality acting for his own gain. 
In proportion as his autocracy became 
more complete, the ruler’ exercised 
et more and more for personal 
gain. 

Thus it was that in this despotic era 
of evolution there has in every society 
come in to existence for a time the 
same principles of single tax which 
Mr. Maguire now urges on the people 
of this country. Land has always been 
the one form of wealth most avail- 
able for taxation, and wherever a des- 
potic monarch has seen fit to levy 
tribute upon unwilling subjects he has 
held the threat of confiscation of real 
property over those within his power.

ments among nations as unpopular 
and unusual as they are now among 
individuals who pretend to civiliza- 
tion and culture. 

_ Since this news was received from 
Russia, howéver, reports from the 
Orient stute that there is great ten- 
sion between Russia and England in 
that part of the world. It may be that 
this prospect of universal peace and 
good will is too sanguine a view of 
the situation, but, in any case, all 
friends of humanity will agree that it 
is a consummation most devoutly to 
be wished. 


FOREIGN CAPITAL. 

It is claimed that we need addi- 
tional territory to provide an _  out- 
let for the large amount of capital 
which is now accumuating in this 
country. On the other hand, it is 
claimed that we need foreign capita!

“The war is ended. The independ- 
ence of Cuba, the aim of our revolu- 
tion, is a fact. but the victory which 
we have gained in this heroic struggle 
would be lost if we did not proclaim 
as fundamental principles of our na- 
tionality, harmony and _ fraternity 
among all the Cubans. In the work 
of establishing more firmly in our 
fatherland the republican institutions, 
Cuba asks the aid of all her sons. 
With the aptitudes virtues and services 
of all, the ideal of Cespedes and Marti 
will become a reality. Let us all unite 
in fraternal embrace, and. respecting 
the laws, let us proceed to the recon- 
struction of our beloved Cuba.” 

The sentiments expressed in this 
outgiving are to be commended. But 
by what right does Sefior Roldan sign 
himself “Civil Governor of Havana?” 
There has been no election, and no 
appointment by any constituted au- 
thority. It is altogether probable that 
when the American military commis- 
sion takes charge of affairs at Ha- 
vana, this self-appointed ‘civil gov- 


-ernor’’ will find himself out of a job, 


and will learn that for the present the 


authority of the United States is su- 


preme in the island. 

The issuance of this proclamation 
is one incident, among others, which 
serves to show that in the matter of 
self-government the Cubans have 
much to learn.

“UNITED STATES OF CENTRAL 
AMERICA’? FULLY FLEDGED. 


Diet of the Greater Republic Inquisf- 
tive About the Nicaraguan Canal, 
Imprisonment of Persons for 
Plotting Against the Govern- 
ment. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

MANAGUA (Nicaragua,) Aug. 18.— 
{Associated Press Correspondence. 
Wired from Chicago, Aug. 30.] The 
convention assembled at Managua to 
form a constitution for a-confederacy 
to consist of the States of Salvador, 
Honduras and Nicaragua, has agreed 
upon 42.out of the 149 articles. It has 
been agreed that the name of the con- 
federacy shall be “The United States 
of Central America.” 

The decisions arrived at are as to 
what the people and the States shall 
not do, not what the people have con- 
ceded to the government of the United 
States of Central America. They de- 
clare that there shall be no death pen- 
alty enforced by any State, and that no 
State shall cede any of its territory. 
They bridle the liberty of the press 
and of public declarations of opinions 
adverse to the government. The work 
will not be completed until about No- 
vember 1. 

The diet of the Greater Republic of 
Central America has asked the govern- 
ment of Nicaragua for all the docu- 
ments in its archives relating to the 
construction of an interoceanic canal 
across Nfcaragua, for the purpose, as 


The Levites collected their titles from 
the product of the soil. Mohammed 
and his followers left the single tax 
idea as the wake of their conquests 
through portions of three continents. 
The Louis of France but partially 
modified the idea in their constant 
threats of confiscation. The English 
rulers practiced a form of the idea in 
enforced “loans’’ without a prospect 
of repayment, up to the time of King 
John and the Great Charter. India 
had not passed beyond the point of 
monarchical communism at the time of 
the conquest, and as a consequence the 
single-tax idea prevails there to the 
present time. 

We cannot break away from the 
fact that wherever a monarch holds 
complete sway he levies tribute upon 
his subjects im the easiest possible 
manner, and that is as a tax upon 
land. Thus the single-tax idea dates 
back among all people to the days of 
despotism. 

ut neither Mr. George nor Mr. Ma- 
guire are known to have studied the 
single tax from the_ standpoint of 
anthropology. Nor, indeed, have they 
seemed to consider it from the point 
of view of science; that is, of the re- 
quirements of natural law. Their sole 
point of view has been that of expe- 
diency. . 

Had Mr. George undertaken the pres- 
entation of his theory upon the bas's 
of the laws of nature, it would seem 
that he would have discovered some 
glaring inconsistencies between his 
dogmas his theories. He de- 
nounced rent as robbery, and yet pre- 
sented the single-tax idea as a means 
of levying rent upon all who use the 
land. The great crime of collecting 
rent was to be made a virtue by mak- 
ing it universal. 

He accepted Ricardo’s law of rent, 
as presented by political economists, 
though that law could have no exist- 
ence but through private ownership of 
land, which he denounced as an inva- 
sion of the rights of man. 

Social evolution ‘!s u::doubtedly now 
acceding from the extreme individu- 
alism of despotism, as it has been do- 
ing for several hundred years, and it 
is no part of wisdom to discourage 
any person who can add knowledge to 
the science of society. But it is as 
essential to advancement that false

A big suit relative to the ownership 
of water flowing from the Cucamonga 
Springs at thre rate of 203 miner’s inches 
continuously, has been brought in the 
Superior Court of San Bernardino 
county. Water is money in these days. 


Prof. Cook in the August numbé?t of 
the Cultivator, pays a very high 
tribue to the Horticultural Commis- 
sioners of Ontario district and de- 
scribes their fumigation work as more 
thoroughly beneficial than any that he 
has seen in other parts of the State. 
lf a thing is worth doing at all, it is 
certainly worth doing properly. 


It is claimed that rape seed will 
BOW Well on swamp lands, and that in 
dry seasons farmers will do well to sow 
it a8 a summer feed for their hogs. 
There ts considerable nourishment in 
the. roots, and it is said they will keep 
swine in good shape until the acorns 
ripen and the stubble fields are ready 
for the porkers. Experiments are to 
be tried on the peat lands west of 
Santa Ana. 


The process of curing lemons by 
storing them in a heated room for three 
days and then exposing them to a 
sharp current of chilled air before 
shipping. seen: likely to become pop- 
ular. A shipment made from Azusa 
in the early par! of this month got to 
Minneapolis without loss, while an- 
other lot that had not been treated in 
this way, suffered a loss of nearly 15 
per cent, 


An association of raisin-growers has 
heen formed in Fresno, the chief ob- 
ject of which is to establish a high 
standard of quality and prevent the 
shipment of inferior raisins to the east- 
ern markets. This association is go- 
ing to have a lot of trouble at the 
start, but its object is an excellent 
one, and it. is bound to succeed in the 
long run. Exclusion of the inferior 
grades of fruit is the only way to 
bring up the prices. 


The process recently devised by Col. 
Cc. C. Brandt of San Diego for the pres- 
ervation of lemon juice is a matter of 
more importance to this southern 
country than at first appears on the 
surface. Lemon juice is very valuable 
as an anti-scorbutic,. and is always 
carried on shipobard for that reason. 
In addition to that, it will always find 
jeady sale in the far inland States like 
Idaho. Montana and Colorado, where 
the high railroad freights render: the 
use of fresh fruit expensive. This 
process should open @ ready market 
for undersized lemons, known as 


“culls.”

LPOOD FOR SICK SOLDIERS ON A 


TRANSPORT SHIP.

The Kind of Care and Attention 


Which Was Given the Sick and 
Wounded Volanteers — Suffering 
on Board Ship, Without Bed or 
Covering. 


J. Wesley Hunt, Jr., of the Seventy- 
first New York Volunteers, son of Dr. 
John W. Hunt of this city, has written 
a letter to his father, in which the 
treatment of the sick and wounded on 
the field, on board ship and in the hos- 
Ditals is set forth in an unfavorable 
light. 

Young Hunt was a salesman for the 
Harper-Reynolds Company for three 
years previous to July, 1897, when he 
went to New York, where he remained 
until the war broke out and enlisted in 
the Seventy-first New York Volunteers. 
The letter was written from Asbury 
Park, N. J.. where young Hunt is now 
recuperating at the summer residencecf 
his uncle and aunt, Mr. and Mrs. §. 
G. Negus, Mr. Negus being the New 
York buyer for the Harper-Reynolds 
Company of this city. When the Sev- 
enty-first New York Volunteers is mus- 
tered out young Hunt will return to 
Los Angeles on a visit to his folks. 

The letter says, in part: 

-“T will try and answer your question, 
and I will also ask Dr. Tuthill’’ [family 
Physician of Mr. Negus, and formerly 
coroner of New York City,] “to write 
you a statement as to my condition. 

“TI was overcome with heat slightly 
twice before the first of July, but did 
not think much about it. ; 

“We started’on July 1, about 4 o'clock 
a.m., and marched. I should think, 
about five miles, loaded down with 
about seventy-five pounds of rations, 
ammunition, rifle and roll. It was 
fearfully hot and I became very tired. 

“When we arrived within about a 
aGuarter of a mile of the firing line 
(at the taking of San Juan, we were 
told to leave everything but ammuni- 
tion and rifle, and after marching per- 
haps four hundred yards, the bullets 
and shells whizzing all about us, we 
entered a branch road running to the 
left, which we followed, and a little 
ne were told to lie down, which we 

“It must have been about 2 o'clock 
p.m.. and we had been in the road fir- 
ing for about an hour, when I began to 
feel weak; my eyes became blurred 
and I had a sharp pain through my 
temples and the base of my brain. 

“Then I collapsed and _ the soldier 
next to me picked me up, and, as I 


‘was passing Morley CampbeH, who was 


about six feet from me, he asked me if 
I were shot. I told him no, and that 
was the last thing I remembered until 
one of the doctors began bathing my 


head and poured something down my 


throat, which was about two hours 
after the soldier lafd me under the tree 
after he had carried me from the front. 

“T remained there until the sun went 
down, and then started for the first 
relief hospital, about a mile distant. I 
was very weak, and could hardly walk. 

“I must have walked about a quar- 
ter of a mile, when I could go no fur- 
ther, so 1 laid down beside the road 
and at once dropped off to sleep and 
did not wake until the next morning. 
I tell you, I was stiff, sleeping without 
anything under or over me, and I have 
had rheumatism ever since. 

“My first thought on waking was to 
find my regiment and company, which 
I started to do, but I found I was too 
weak to walk. Just then I met our 
surgeon, and he sent me to Siboney in 
a wagon. 

“Well, I laid around there without 
much to eat and no surgeon to see me 
until July.8. Then we were sent to 
Dr. Gutierrez, the yellow-fever expert. 
I stated my case to him and told him 
I did not want to leave the regiment. 
He examined me and told me that if 
I stayed a week longer in Cuba I would 
never see home again. 

“That decided me that the best thing 
fo: me to do was to go. So he gave 
me a pass to go aboard the-City of 
Washington, which [I did abut 4 p.m., 
and at 7:30 we sailed. I was very hun- 
gry and weak, as I had had nothing 
to eat since morning, and I ate two 
hartdtacks and dwank about a quart 
of coffee. 

“In a few minutes I had a fearful 
pain in my stOmach. I don't know 
what it was from unless it was from 
the coffee. (You know what army cof- 
fee is!) The pain in my stomach con- 
tinued all night: I did not sleep a wink. 
The next morning I went to the doctor 
aboard, who gave me some pills, which 
gave me no relief. On the contrary, I 
grew worse. I did not sleep any the 
next night, and did not eat anything. 
The second morning I went to him 
again and he gave me fifteen grains 
of quinine, which did me no good. 

“Well, after four days and five nights 


we reached Fortress Monroe, and 


pain was not relieved until I ate some 
bread and milk in the hospital there. 
When I left the boat I was so weak I 
could hardly walk far enough to get 
off the boat, @nd all that I ate during 
that voyage, four days and five nights, 
Was one cup of coffee, two cups. of 
soup and eight hardtacks. If I had 
wanted any more I! could not have 
gotten it, 

“I cannot describe the suffering of the 
300 sick and wounded men—half with- 
out blankets, and they had to sleep on 
the bare boards, and only two doctors 
and two nurses on board; no ice, and 
the water simply rank. f really 
theught, the last night, that I should 
never see United States soil again. 

“We were treated fairly well at the 
hospital at Fortress Monroe, but the 
food was not satisfactory—for instance, 
for breakfast we had black coffee with- 
out milk, bacon and bread without but- 
ter. Dinner, boiled cabbage, stewed 
prunes, bread and lemonade—hard diet 
for sick men, 

“Seven men died within three days 
after we landed. Two days after we 
landed I weighed 112 pounds: my 
weight was 140 when I left New York. 
I have had almost a constant head- 
ache since July 1, and my memory has 


been greatly impaired, but is getting 


Letter now. I don’t sleep well yet, and 


if I go out in the sun I get dizzy and 
weak.” 


Improving Mining Property. 

M. Loewenstein has received a let- 
ter from his partner, Max Cohn, who is 
now at the King of Arizona mine at 
Camp Gleason, in which he states that 
the fear of a drought in that region 
has been removed by a copious fall of 
rain in the mountains. The work of 
further developing the mine is to be 
resumed on a scale never before at- 
tempted, and a large force of men has 
been engaged to push this work. The 
company owning the mine is making 
preparations to build a narrow-gauge 
railroad from the property to their mill 
at Mohawk, on the Gila River, a dis- 
tance of thirty-five miles.

CHICAGO, Aug. 30.—Receipts of wheat in 
the Northwest and at Chicago were heavy, 
and Liverpool before the day's business com- 
menced here had declined 4d for September 
and 1.4 for December wheat.

SELF-MURDER. 


Elias Berman Kills Himself in a Fit 
of Despondency. 

Sick and tired of life, thoroughly de- 
spondent from continued illness and a 
fear that he might become wholly de- 
pendent on the care of others, Elias 
Berman, the pioneer jeweler and old 
resident of this city, yesterday killed 
-aimeself. He'was entirely alone when 
the att was committed. At 7:15 o'clock 
in the morning the messenger boys in 
a store adjoining his heard the shot, 
but were unable to locate the spot at 
once. Berman never spoke after firing 
the fatal shot, dying just as he was 
being carried into the Receiving Hos- 
pital. 

For several months Berman has been 
doing business at No. 126 South Spring 
street, but with a view to enlarging 
the business he moved Monday to a 
new store at No. 236 South Spring 
street. It has been his constant talk, 
when discussing matters with his sons 
and son-in-law, W. A. Barker, that he 
proposed starting the new place with 
a stock second to none in the city.

The 
family think that Monday night he 
hed another attack, which decided him 
to commit suicide, and as he has often 
of late expressed a desire to die he de- 
liberately set to work to carry out 
his plan. The probabilities are that 
after firing the first shot into the 
breast just below the left nipple, his 
brain became clearer, and seeing what 
he had done he fired the other shots 
to attract attention, but he was too 
far gone to speak when found. 
Coroner Campbell held an inquest last 
evening and elicited the facts as set 
out above. The jury returned a verdict 
of “death caused by a gunshot wound 
self-inflicted, with suicidal intent su- 
perinduced by despondency.” 

Mr. Berman was 52 years of age, 
born in Russia, and came to this city 
July 16, 1882. His property interests 
are in good shape, and the business 
will be handed over to W. A. Barker, 
his son-in-law, for settlement. This 
is in line with his oft-expressed wish, 
in fact a note written Monday «night 
requests that this be done.

FROM CAMP MEETING TO JAIL IN 
A HURRY. 


 — 


Arrest of Albert Hadley on the 
Charge of Abduction — Prisoner 
Taken to San Bernardino—Big 
Raid by ‘“Lawn;rhose «Thieves, 
Blood Spilled in Packing-house. 


PASADENA, Aug. 30. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] From camp meeting to jail in 
twenty-four hours. is the suaden transition 
made by Albert Hadley, a young man who re- 
cently moved to this city from San Bernar- 
dino and today went back to that town under 
the escort of Sheriff Holcomb. The charge 


' against Hadley is abduction and the case is 


an unsavory one,, for connection with which 
two young fellows have already been indicted. 
As the story first came out, Hadley took a 
young woman out driving in San Bernardino, 
when she was wrested from him by the two 
respondents above mentioned and, it was al- 
leged, criminally assaulted. In the prosecu- 
tion of these men, Hadley figured as a wit- 
ness; but it is now charged by the officers 
that he was more than a witness—that he was 
a participator in the crime, and that he took 
the young woman to drive with malice afore- 
thought. The Pasadena police received word 
several days ago that Hadley was wanted. It 
was thought by the San Bernardino authori- 
ties that he would be found at the Salvation 
Armyé¢here, and search was made for him in 
that quarter without results. The Marshal, 
however, found a clue which led to the camp 
meeting at Downey, Hadley evidently having 
a relish for good company. When Hadley re- 
turned from the Downey camp meeting last 
night with his aged grandmother, the police 
were lying in wait for him. They called at 
the little home on Dayton street before the 
camp equipage’ had been unpacked. The fel- 
low was taken aback by the arrest, as he 
supposed he was well out of the scrape. He 
asked no questions and kept very quiet, say- 
ing — more than to express his surprise 
that the affair had been taken up again. He 
is a smooth-faced young man of 26 years, 
about 5 ft. in. in height and weighing 
150 pounds. Apparently he has not been over 
prosperous of late, but he carries himself 
well. Sheriff Holcomb said today that there 
was not a very strong case against the fel- 
low. Hadley’s poor old grandmother was ter- 
ribly. shocked by the arrest. She at first 
burst into tears, and then fell on her knees in 
prayer. Hadley spent the night in the lockup. 
The San Bernardino Sheriff was notified by 
telephone and came for his prisoner today. 
BLOODY AFFRAY. 

» George Payton, a hale and hearty man of 61 
years, was arraigned before Judge Rossiter 
this forenoon on the charge of assault and 
battery. Payton has been employed by Joseph 
Wallace, proprietor of the fruit cannery, in 
various capacities, among them as a teamster. 
A short time age-he drove the heavy truck 
against a buggy on Fair Oaks avenue and 
took off a wheel, for which his employer had 
to pay. For this and divers reasons Mr. Wal- 
lace saw fit to cut down the man’s pay. 
Thereupon Payton quit work and demanded 
the wages due him. ‘Pay day is next Tues- 
day and you will get your money then,’’ said 
Wallace. But after seeking and partaking of 
the fountains of belligerency, Payton returned 
to the attaek Monday night and declared he 
would bave his money instanter or there 
would be trouble. Mr. Wallace still put him 
off till the next day, but Payton refused to 
adjourn. 

“If you don’t pay me now, I'll take it out of 
your hide!”’ said he. ‘I guess you'll have to 
take it that way then,’’ retorted Wallace in- 
cautiously. The words had hardly left ‘his 
mouth when Payton struek him a blow »n 
the face and followed it up with another. The 
help in the cannery. rushed to their employer's 
defense, and Payton, naving once sniffed 
blood, fought them all: Somebody cut his 
head with a blow from a hitching weight. For 
a few moments the peach factory promised to 
become an abattoir, but the. forces of Wallace 
were too many for the veteran, and in the 
end he had to make an. unconditional sur- 
render..

RIVERSIDE, Aug. 39.—{ Regular Cor- 
respondence. ] The City Board of 
Trustees met in adjourned session this 
morning, all members being present.

The Riverside 
Water Company made the rate a nom- 
inal one, and the city kept on paying 
the bills until a few months ago, when 
the water company raised the rates. 
Then the city declined to pay aly 
longer.

GENEROUS SUGAR COMPANY. 

The Pacific Beet Sugar Company has issued 
the fellowing letter to the beet-growers of this 
county, :in-which the company makes two 
concessions: 

“In view of the fact that we have not as 
yet suffered from competition in the reduced 
price for sugar owing to the annexation of 
the Hawaiian Island, and in view of the fact 
that the year has been such a bad one for all 
agriculture, we have decided not to deduct 
the 25 cents per ton, which we would have 
the right to do, from the oontract price for 
beets grown this year; and further, we have 
decided at a meeting of the board of direc- 
tors, to charge up against the farmer's ac- 
count only as much seed as they have a stand 
of beets, as determined by our agricultura) 
department. In other words, if a farmer 
should plant tem acres of beets and our ag- 
ricultural department should decide that he 
has only a stand of five acres, the cost of seed 
on the five acres from which be will receive 
no return will be cancelled by us.” 

In the contracts between the sugar company 
and the beet-growers there is qa clause which 
states that in case the Hawhiian Islands 
should at any time during the existence of 
the contract become annexed to the United 
States, then the basic price for beets contain- 
Ing mot less than 12 per cent. of sugar sha!! 
be $3 per ton. However, -acccrding to the 
company's letter, the beet-grower will receive 
$3.25 per ton as the basic price. and will pay 
only for beet seed which has produced beets. 
This is a large concession to the beet-growers 
and is much appreciated. It is estimated that 
from $8000 to $10.000 will be paid the farmers 
which otherwise they would not receive. .

Remarkable Fishing in the Ocean. 
Big Yellowtail. 


HOTEL DEL CORONADO, Aug. 30.—[Reg- 
ular Correspondence.] Mrs. Frank Greena!l 
and Henry Fisher are envied by all the guests 
as the champion fishermer up to date. They 
went out yesterday in Mrs. Greenall’s yacht 
to the banks off Point Loma. Arriving there 
just before noon, they rémained for about 
two hours, and in that time nad fun enough 
to last a month. Big, fat Spanish mackerel 
and yellowtail snapped at the bait and fran- 
tically tried to be caught. There were fre- 
quently four fish at a time on one line, and 
it was more than an ordinary athlete could 
de to haul them in. Joe israel, who went 
along as master of ceremonies, was frequently. 
called to assist Mrs. Greenall when three or 
four fish were hooked at once. 

Fifty fish, ranging in weight from an eight- 
pound barracuda to a thirty-seven-pound yel- 
lowtail, were caught. This was,.about all-that 
could be handled with comfort by’ the occu- 
pants of the boat, so they desisted from fishing 
more, though there was no ler-up in the ap- 
petite of the fish. All around were smacks 
and sioops, with fishermen: hauling in the prey 
as fast as they could prepare the lines. All 
the boats returned early, having as many fish 
as they could dispose of. Taking all the boats 
together, five or six hundred big fish must 
have been caught. Mrs. Greenall tried her 
hand once more, just for luck, and was much 
excited when she found she had hooked a 
monster albicore, weighing at least fifty 
pounds. She tugged away as best she could, 
but the big fish was too strong for her, and 
by the time Joe Israel had reached the line 
the big fish had escaped. 

Beside this remarkable deep-sea fishing, 
there was excitement on the ocean pier, where 
big yellowtail condescended to be caught. 
During the day twenty-four of these- fish 
were caught, ranging in weight from fifteen 
to thirty pounds. The catch was photographed 
later. In addition to this, many Spanish 
mackerel were caught, and hundreds more 
could be seen swimming about in the clear 
water.
